"Oneo on the Orange river, In the
Hattentot country, 1 had a close call
for my life, with no one at hand to
aid me in distracting the attention of |
the lon.

HEADS SHAPED TO ORDER.

German Doctor Explains Causes of |
Various Formations.

At a recent convention of German
naturalists and doctors Dr. Walcher,
of Stuttgart, In an instructive paper |
put forth a sensaltional theory to ex-
plain the formation of the shape of |
the head of infants. He maintained |
that the head of a child could be
molded artificially. He found by ex-
perience that when a medium-shaped
head is placed in a soft cushion the |
child turns on its back, or rests on the |
back of its head, In order to free |
mouth, nose and face.

But If the medium-
shiaped head of a child is placed on a
hard under-rest, lilke a hair mattress
or rolled carpet, the child's head

gented a child whose mother and sis-
ter are short-headed. The child at its
birth had a short head, now after 18
months it is long skulled.
